


NOTICE OF REASONS FOR REJECTION 



This application should be rejected due to the following reasons. Please 




not patentable according to Article 29 (2) of the Patent Law, as the invention could 
easily have been made prior to the filing of the patent application by a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which the invention pertains, on the basis of an 
invention which was described in a publication distributed in Japan or in a foreign 
country prior to the filing of the patent application. 



* As for claims 1 and 2 (see Cited Reference 1 )... 

Defining four motion vectors to one macro block is deemed as a known 
technology, because the instant invention defined in claims 1 and 2 can be easily 
made by those skilled in the art, by dividing the macro block shown in FIG. 1 A of 
Reference 1 into four. 

* As for claim 3 (see Cited reference. 1)... 

In the case of defining a plurality of motion vectors to one macro block, it is 
sufficient to continuously predicts all the motion vector in one macro block, 
regardless of a prediction order. Determining the order of prediction to the motion 
vectors is nothing but a detail in designing, which can be properly selected by a 
person having ordinary skill in the art. That is, predicting the motion vectors in the 
order of upper-left, lower-left, lower-right and upper-right subblocks can be easily 
made from the order of prediction illustrated in FIGs. 7A and 7B of the Reference 1 .

B. The contents of the claims do not comply with the requirements according 
to Article 36 (6)(1) of the Patent Law, in the following aspects. 

Note 

The detailed description of the instant invention, for example, FIG. 2, 
describes that in the case of having four motion vectors in one macro block, 
prediction is performed in the order of subblocks 221 , 223, 224 and 222 in a macro 
block 22, without mention about correlation between, for example, the subblocks 
221 and 222. However, claim 1 says that "predicting motion vectors of macro blocks 
each having four motion vectors continuously in a predetermined sequence to have 
correlation in prediction of the four motion vectors. Also, an example shown in FIG. 
2 illustrates correlation between, for example, the subblocks 221 and 222. 

Therefore, the invention defined in claims 1 and 2 are not described in the 
detailed description of the present invention. 
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
